We have word from Del-
aware county, which, after Bucks, is pro-
bably the largest produeing county in the
State, that the crops there, on most of the
low lands, are as ruinously affected as are
the crops in Bucks. From Salem county,
New'Jersey, where much attention is de-
. voted” to potato culture, we have intelli-
. gence from’one of the largest farmers, and
find that the rot i3 as disastrous there as
here.”

The erops on Long Tsland are said to
promise better than was expected. The
potatoes Took well and they will turn out,
from present appearances, about one han-
dred bushels to the acre.  Very little of
the rot has been seen.

The corn does not turn out so well.-—
The early drought made it very back-
ward, and the heavy rain which occurred
a fortnight since threshed it about badly.
Many large fields will not afford more
than half the crop of a good season. The

Wilcox, her husband, with several
others whose names I do not now recol-
leet, what purported to be the spirit of
Sybil Chase, my former wife, made her
presence known by rappings, agd gave
her name by our ealling the alphabet.—
Several questions were put to her aud an-
I put the following guestion:—
“Will you take me by the hand?” The an-
swer was “No.” I then asked her if it
would ever be possible for her to do so’-
“Yes." She then ealled for the alphabet
by giving five distinet raps, which was
the signal for that purpose, and we ob-
tained the following reply, “leannot shake
hands with you here, but if you will go to
Meltiah Knowlton's at Greenville, R. I,
and sit with Daniel Knowlton, (D. K. isa
younger brother of Mrs. Wileox, and a
strong Medium,) I will take hold of your
hand.” At the same time. my father and
GGeorze Knowlton, who purported to be
pre;-wfrt. said they would take hold of my
hand, if I would go to Greenville and sit
with Daniel. Soon after the events rela-
ted above, Mareus C. Wilcox and myself
went to the house of Mr. Knowlton, and
had a sitting with Daniel Knowlton, the
medium, the result of which was as fol-
lows: After being seated a short time, the
rapping and other manifestations were
made, and several questions were put and
answered, before making the object of our
visit known. T then put the question,
“Are the spirits present who promised to
take me by the hand? The answer was
“Yes.” I then held my hand in an open
space, where it was not possible to be
reached by any one present without al-
tering their position, which they did not,
as | must have seen them. 1 felt a hand
as perfect as that of a living person, the
touch and separation of the fingers was
plainly preceptible. It purported to be
the hand of my former wife. Ouae of her
hands was deformed by being badly burnt
when a child. Two of her fingers were

swered,

bent inward toward the palm, and the

nail on one finger was very short and
thick. T then asked her to put her de-
formed hand into mine, which she imme-
diately did; and then passed her finger
with the thick nail over the palm of my
hand, as if to convince me of her identi-
ty.  Afterwards, my father, and George
Knowlten (or what purported to be them)
pat their hands into mine, as they had be-
fore promised. ' Muc¢h more was dome at
the time; oue particular of which I will
give. 1held in my hand two pieces of
money, which were taken out and passed
into the hand of Mrs. Knowlton, a dis-
tance of about six feet, by an invisible
hand.
